MORE MOISTURE, HOWEVER, 


NEEDED TO KEEP WINTER 


FORAGE GROWING

Austin. Texas, Nov. 15.—Rauges 


and all classes of livestock made 
slight improvement in condition 
during the past month. More mois- 
ture Is needed over much of the 
State to keep winter weeds and 
small grains growing. Cuttle ship: 
ments are going forward rapidly 
with the local demand for stackers 
steadily increasing and resulting 
in higher prices. Fall shearing of 
sheep and goats is about complet- 
ed with the clips turning out aver- 
age or better. Very little wool has 
been sold but nearly all of the mo- 
hair has been moved at slightly 
lower prices than lant year, accord- 
ing to the report of H. H- Schultz. 
government statistician. 


The cattle range improved two 


points to 85 per cent during the 
past mouth and compares with a 
three point improvement to 93 per 
cent last year. 
Frequent 
rains 


over much of the area which was 
dry during the summer, along with 
a late Reason elsewhere has been 
very favorable 
for the maturing 


granges. However, there are still 
some dry spots In the west, por- 
tions of the northwest and south. 
On the Plains more moisture Is 
needed for small grains. There Is 
an abudance of both rough and 
concentrated feeds in nearly every 
section. Owing to the 
delayed 


frost and favorable weather the 
grain sorghum crop' in the Panhan- 
dle matured well and Is being har- 
vested In good 
condition- While 


most feedstuff is cheaper than at 
this time last year all cotton seed 
product! are somewhat higher. 


Like the range, cattle improved 


two points to 89 per cent since 
October 1. A year ago during this 
time their condition improved only 
one point to 93 per cent.
